Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The terminal disclaimer filed 3 July 2006 has 
been approved. However, the terminal disclaimer does not overcome the rejection of claims 16-32 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Berger et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,835,524) in view of secondary references. The inventorship of Berger et al. '524 is not 
identical with the instant application. In order to overcome this rejection, applicants' must file a statement in compliance with MPEP 
706.02(l)(1)(l) which states that the subject matter of 5,835,524 was owned by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment 
to the same person at the time the invention was made (see also 37 CFR 1, 78(c)).
